A DEMOCRATIC SALARY. 


The sheriff of Fresno county receivee 


$1000 m year more ealary than the jus- 
tices of the eopreme court, a thousand 
more than tbe governor and four thon- 
eind more than tbe secretary of elate. 
The aberifl'e ia a good, fat 
office.—The 


The sheriff of Fresno county receives a 


very liberal ealary. It ts * ealary fixed 
by Democrats, and every Republican 
who had been in tbe legislature aince it 
was adopted baa endeavored to reduce it, 
It has been reduced in fact, and the 
measure was vetoed by Governor Budd. 
Tbe bill paaeed by tho last legislature, 
for which Senator Pedlar stands as epon- 
flor, v;ill reduce this Democratic salary 
$1000 per year, and will also materially 
reduce the nalariea of the underaheriff 
and the deputies. 


Thia will make tho salary of the eheriff 


$6000 per year, the same as that of the 
governor. It is a large salary, nnd tha 
RiiruisucAX is inclined to think that 
fltill further reduction may be made 
without doing injustice to the office. 
But in making comparison between the 
ealary of the sheriff and the governor, it 
must be taken into account that tha ex- 
penses of tbe sheriff are very large, pro- 
viding ho does his duty. The last Dem- 
ocratic sheriff of this county would have 
grown rich on euch a salary, (for whose 
fipBcial benefit, by the way it was raised 
to $8000, and reduced at tbe next eescion 
to the present figure.) Hut for the 
sheriff who ie active in the performanci 
ot hia duty tbe net raturna of the office 
are by no means as large as tho compen- 
flation of tho governor. 


For example. Sheriff Scott during a 


little more than one year of hie admin- 
istration paid ont of hia ealary $1500 for 
tha single purpose ol running down and 
flesurinc the conviction of the Dilwood 
gang. During this same period there 
was a vast amount of other criminal 
business, tbe expense of which aggre- 
gated a large amount to tbe eheriff. In 
(act, the criminal business of the county 
was so heavy during the first years o: 
Sheriff Scott's administration that, not- 
withstanding hia large salary, the net 
returns were small, considering the re- 
iponsibility and danger involved at tbat 
time. Since he has succeeded, largely, 
in subjugating tho criminal element, hia 
expenses have naturally not been GO 
heavy. U ia this decrease iu the expense 
to the sheriff of conducting tho 
ofl'ico 


which, in the opinion of thia paper, w 
justify a further reduction in salary than 
that which will go into effect in a year 
from January 1st. This ia naturally 
baeed upon tbe supposition that tbe 
county will not go back to the criminal 
conditions which prevailed at the time 
Sheriff Scott went into oflice. 


These facts are elated merely for the 


purpose of disabusing tbe public mind 
of the idea that, while tbe Democrats 
have provided a larger salary for the 
•heriff of thia county than ie paid the 
governor, it ie all profit to tbat offi- 
cer. The iheiiff meet pay bit own «i 


pwtM in tnnwotlBf in* criminal buil- 
ntM of tbe wranty, and thtte expenwt 
are heavy U tbe dutlM are diligently 
performed. 


But the queition of ealaries, not only 


for the sheriff bnt of all county officer!, 
is too important to be longer intrusted 
to legislative action. Thia was the do* 
cieiou reached by the legislature Itself in 
its last session, aud If the people are as 
sound in their judgment as tbe lUruu- 
LICAN believefl them to be, the constitu- 
tional amendment providing for home 
rnlo in the matter of ealary schedules 
will bo adopted, and the results desired 
in tho way ol reductione can be accom- 
plished with leea difficulty when un- 
hampered by conflicting interests 
in 


other counties.
